pared to print. We procure here at a mo- 
derate price China paper, which serves 
well for commoa writing paper and the 
prinung of tracts. But the paper used in 
this country for Bibles and other books of 
importance, is usually imported from Eu- 
rope. We shall immediately take some 
steps for precuring Tamul ple Oe for 
ascertaining what books it may be expedi- 
ent to print. The Rev. Mr. Glenie, the 
colonial chaplain at Jaffnapatam, who is a 
decided friend to missions and has shown 
us many favors, has assured us that be will 
use his influence for us in supporting a 
press. On the whole, we think that the 
sooner we have a printing establishment 
here, the brighter will be our prospects of 
uselulness among the people.* 

The principal reason that influences hea- 
then parents to send their children to our 
school is that they may acquire a know- 
ledge of the English language. We are 
therefore in immediate want of the books 
mentioned in a former letter. 

In our last letter we suggested to the 
Committee the most prominent ‘reasons 
which occur to our minds for their sending 
out more missionaries as soon as is practi- 
cable. Those reasons were drawn from 
the contemplation of the extensive missio- 
nary field into which we have entered, the 
spiritual distresses and wants of this pagan 
people, the facilities here for using with 
them the means of salvation, and the im- 


| portance of properly supporting the esta- 
blishment which we may be permitted to | 


commence. We should greatly dread the 
consequences of the removal of one or 


| more of our number, after we shall have

Our waggon, with blan- 
kets hung on poles formed a semi-circle, 
in the front of which, by the side of a fall- 
en tree, we made a fire. Here we pre- 
pared and took omr tea, read a chapter, 
sung the psalm entitled, “ Phe Travelier’s 
Psalm,” and with great joy and satisfac- 
tion bowed the knee around the family al- 
tar. Under the suspended blankets the 
young people slept, myscif and wife in the 
waggon. I believe we all felt perfectly at 
home, and, so far as I could discover, every 
one réjoiced that we were now to rest on 
Indian ground. A rain in the latter part 
of the night rendered our situation rather 
uncomfortable ; but the thought of having 
entered the field of our future labors ren- 
dered every thing pleasant. 

Wednesday, 24.~-Rose early, had a4 
sweet time in family worship, and after 
breakfast pursued our journey. The rain 
continued the whole day ; the road so bad 
that we were obliged to walk. All of us, 
wet and ¢old, travelled throug mud and 
water the whole day before we could find 
a resting place, still every thing appeared 
pleasant, and the health of every one was 
preserved. This night we lodged near the 
High Tower, where Mr. Cornelius met 
the Council. 

Thursday, 25.—Our landlord, learning 
our business, entreated us to stay with him 
until the next day; as there would bea 
large number of the natives collected at a 
short distance, many of the Chiefs would 
be present, and he wished us to hear what 
they would say respecting a missionary ¢s- 
tablishment ; stating that some were rather 
complaining that all the schools should be 
at the north, and none in this pagt of the 
nation. We thought best to wait, but not 
to attend the meeting ourselves, or to send 
any word, as we had no instructions of this 
nature. 

Beforé night our landlord returned ; 
said there were at least a hundred Incians 
at the meeting; that as soon as he men- 
tioned us and our business to the Chiefs, 
they called the whole to attend a talk; 
that they were all very anxious for an esta- 
blishment here, like the one at Chicka- 
maugah, and if we would peneeee im- 
mediately, they would put up buildings for 
us at any place we should choose, at their 
own expense, and send at least a hun- 
died children. He brought usa little scrap 
of paper, on which was written as follows: 

Sir, * December the 25th, 1817. 
We have agreed for you to teach school for us 
Natives here in this settlement we want you to 
commence as quick as possible we want our chil- 
dren to larn we want you to pick out the place to 
set your school-house.

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REVIVAL IN SHERBURNE, N. Y. 


Extracts from a brief Historyof the first 
Congregational Church in Sherburne, 
(™. ¥.) together with an interesting ace 
count of several Revivals of Religion in 
that filace, communicated 64 the Rew, 
John Truair, for the Rel. Intelligencer, ~ 
There were, from the best information 

which I have been able to obtain, a nume 

ber of families, who were desirous of build- 
ing up good society in their neighborhoud, 
that came to this place, then known by the 
name of Paris, in the year 1791, and pur- 
chased ene fourth of the ninth township, 
one of the twenty towns, so caljed, in this 
region. By this measure they anticipated 
good socie:y,as they designed to sell Jand 
to none, but such as would, in some way, 
at least in their view,be useful in the com- 
munity. Their expectations and hopes 
were in sume measure realized + for on 

Lord’s day, July 6th, 1794, a Church was 

formed, consisting of members from other 

Churches ; being in all seventeen ; eight 

males, and nine females. From this time 

there was a gradual inerease by letters and 
professions, until the church consisted of 
about 70 members. ~ 

Having acquired some strength, they 
now began to think ef building a house for 
public worship; but net agreeing on the 
site, a series of difficulties ensued, which 
eventually terminated in a division of the 
church.

This Church was destitute, not feeling 
themselves able to support the Gospel, un- 
til the spring of 1806,when they gave a call 
to Mr. Roger Adams, to settle with them 
in the work ofthe ministry. He accepted 


27th, of the same year. They were hap- 
py in their connexion. He is a worthy 
man, and evento this day, the most unaf- 
fected friendship is visible in this people to- 
wards him. In 1807, they were bicssed 
with a shower of divine grace, in which a- 
bout 26 were added tothe Church. From 
this time there was a gradual increase till 
In the month of 
September of this year, Mr. Adams, their 
Pastor, was dismissed from this people ; 
having previously lost his speech, so as to 
be utterly unable to perform his ministe- 
rial duties. This was the only thing which 
rendered his dismission either desirable or 
necessary. About this time, or soon af- 
terwards, another revival commenced, 


this revival about 25 were added to the 
church. About this time the Rev. Abner 
Benedict, jun. came to this place, received 
a call from the people, and was installed 
Long, however, the union 
did not last; for the revival had scarcely 
subsided when difficulties arese which 
were very distressing both to the people, 
and to the Pastor. These difficulties could 


of the Pastor. Mr. Benedict was dismiss- 
ed in the summer of 1813, and the church 
was left in a destitute and divided situation. 
In the spring of 1814, I came to this 
place, and after becoming ig some degree 
acquainted with the peculiar situation of 
the church, agreed to remain with them on 
hire, for the term of one year. In the course 
ot the year there was some little addition’ 
to the Church: the society too had gained 
strength ; and they gave me their call, and 
1 was installed July 5, 1815. Nothing ma- 
terialiy different from the general aspect 
of things was visible among us till the lat- 
ter part of winter. It was then most evi- 
dently manifest, that a deplorable and la- 
mentable stupidity prevailed; vice and 
iniquity abounded. It was visibly certain 
that the whole company of virgins, both 
the wise, and thé foolish slumbered togeth- 
er. It seemed emphatically as if the word, 
both with regard to saints and sinners, was _ 
like water spilt upon the ground. This — 
state of things continued till the first of 
April, when the memorable revival of 1816 
commenced. It commenced suddenly and _ 
was very rapid in its progress. We soon 
had meetings every day or evening in the 
week, and every place for meeting was 


crowded. At our communion on the fires’ “ 


Sabbath in June, 60 persons were added to 
the Church, 56 by profession and four by. 
letters from other Churches. At the Sep- 
tember communion, 33 were added by 
profession and four by letters. December —

—of divine decrees, with particular and 
persona! clection—of the imperfection of 
saints in this life ; and of their final perse- 
verance+-of a general resurrection, a day 
of judgment, and eternal rewards and pun- 
ishments. I mention these, because a re- 
port hasgone out into the world, that the 
revival was stopped by the preaching of 
some of these «octrines ; particularly di- 
vine sovereignty, decrees, and election :-— 
A report than which nothing can be more 
devoid of truth. : 

Since the revival subsided, which was 
the forepart of winter, there have been but 
few additions; and the church has suffered 
some diminution from removals. There 
have been since the formation of the church 
two excommunications, and I believe but 
two ; neither of the subjects have been re- 
stored. The whole pumber of members 
who have united since the church was 
formed amounts to between three and four 
hundred ; the exact dumbers, however, 
cannot be ascertained. The church now 
consists of about 193 members ; and near- 
ly one half of them are males: Some ave 
absent without letters, an evil which per- 
haps it is difficult to remedy.

conduct to happiness. Feeling proud of 
the freedom I had acquived by throwing off 
the shackles of divine restrictions, 1 be- 
came an open advocate for natural religion, 
and descanted with as little reverence and 
as much confidence of wisdom concerning 


~. the vast plan of God as I would about the 


simplest piece of mechanism. But soon 
finding that an open profession of deism 
with the society with which I was conver- 
sant, was unpopular, I ceased to advocate 
the principles openly, but continued to 
Maintain the same pride of sentiment and 
to grow more inveterate and bardened in 
unbelief of the Scriptures. I read the Bi- 
bie cursorily with the purpose of gieaning 
- ritonsistences as they appeared to me, and 
made myself acquainted with the reason- 
ings of Herbert, Hume, Volney and. many 
other noted authors against revealed reli-

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greatest consolation. A look beyond the 
grave at best was a gloomy prospect, and 
nothing but careless presumption or pro- 
found stupidity could ever have lulled the 
soul to rest.

My pursuits of happiness consisted in 
the objects of this life, in which I toiled 
and carefully sought after her, afid often 
came so near that | imagined I had actual- 
ly got her within my grasp; but still she 
was ever just beyond my reach. Still en- 
joying a great share of health and a gentle 
flow of prosperity, no arguments,! suppos- 
ed, could convince me of being in error.— 
In April last, however, after having par- 
tially recovered from a severe fever, J 
could but look back and see that to obtain 
happiness in my pursuits depended on a 
capacity of the animal functions to enjoy, 
mortality began to look me in the face and 
a glance at the future presented a dark un- 
certain prospect. I was convinced that 
this clayey tabernacle must ere long be 
dissolved, the soul turned out without friend 
to solace or hope to cheer, stripped of her 
home and endearing ties and sent gloomy 
and desolate toan unknown bourne. [| tho’t 
it expedient at least, asI had been taught 
that the Scriptures were a revelation from 
God, to give them a candid investigation, 
with a determination however of disproving 
their authenticity, and thereby calming my 
troubled mind. I commenced with Gene- 


sis, and advanced, starting every objec- 
tion a captious heart could suggest, ull I

Jey of Algiers having withdrawn to the citadel of 
Caspa; and ascribe this determination to the 
many plots framed by the Jannissaries against 
his life. The Dey, it is said, had dismissed the 
Turkish soldiers, who composed his Guard, and 
black,.treops were now doing duty about his per- 
son.

had occurred ; a Convict, when at work on snore, 
had found fwelre shillings, with which he imme- 
diately went to the officer, requesting him to a- 
dopt means to find the owner ; this he according 
ly did, and it proved to be a laboring youth, whose 
whole week’s wages did not amount to that sum. 

The Rey. Mr. Price, of the Retribution, also 
gave a very gratifying account of the beneficial 
effects that have resulted from the measures ae 
dopted by government (we believe upon his re- 
commendation) for dividing the Convicts into 
classes, and of their attention to religious imstruc- 
tion. A considerable number had, unknown to 
him, commenced a prayer-meeting among them- 
sclves : and one ofthem had that day requested 
him to present to the Bible Society the following 
linesp which were highly gratifying to the numer- 
ous and respectable body of persons assembled on 
the occasion of its anniversary, and will, we doubt 
not, prove equally so to our readers.

BARBARY STATES. 


Extracts from some recent Communications made 
to the London Church Missionary Society, re- 
specting Tripoli, Tunis, Algiers, and a part of 
the interior of Africa. 

[Concluded from page 40.] 


Respecting the Jews, there is aregular taxation 
and extortion, when the Bashaw cannot make 
good the different claims upon him, or the expen- 
ces ofthis government. Much personal violence is 
used; as the lowest Moor has an arbitary power 
over a Jew, which is daily excrcised, in the most 
brutal manner. The Jews are obliged to execute 
every malefactor, and to pay each family a tax of 
two buckhemshiens on the occasion ; and to per- 
form other ignominious acts. When ever they 
give advice in politics which does not prove suc- 
cessful, taxation or extortion awaits them, and 


sometimes death ; still these infatuated people are | 


always intermeddling. 


The Kaid and Rabbies form the Court of Law | 


among the Jews; and if any thing occurs of more 
than common importance, itis brought before the 
Synagogue or Tabernacle. 

They pay ten per cent, on Imports and Exports, 
while Christians pay only three ; still, with these 
disadvantages, they contrive to get rich ina tew 
years, and nearly monopolize the trade. 

Pilgrimages take place to Jerusalem, but not 
at stated periods. All are desirous of dying there ; 
and the pilgrimages generally take place when a 
sufficient number consider themselves in such de- 
cay of life as to render it necessary to take a last- 
ing leave of their relations, friends and worldly af- 
fairs. On such occasions, they are accompanied 
to Jerusalem by persons of all ages, who return. 

Those who voluntarily exclude themselves from 
the society of the world and retire to Jerusalem, 
take with them a certain portion of preporty, 
which they deliver to the Rabbies there ; who, in 

return, allew them an annual sum ; but often- 
times want, and sometimes even poison, occasions 
their untimely end. Mr. Jowett, adds— 

By a private communication I receive, and you 
will judge with what poignancy and shame I re- 
ceive it, the following brief view of the indiffer- 


ence of the Protestants, not merely to the propa- | 


gation, but even to the maintenance of their 
*religious worship. 1 should previously notice, 
that the College de Propaganda’ Fide regularly 
supply the Convent of Tripoli with three Friars 
(usually I"ranciscans;) one a superior, the two 
others unter him; who have spiritual charge of 
the Italian, Prench, Spanish, &c. Consular Estab- 
lishments ; and had formerly of the Christian 
Slaves. Here at least,is the form. But— 

“It is a pity we have not a Protestant place of 
worship at Tripoli. Much good would result from 
it ; both by adding respectability to the flags, and 
probably the conversion of many Jews. Indeed, 
the mockery, foolery, and bigotry of the Roman 
Catholics here must disgust the Moors and Jews 
with the Christian Religion. Five Protestant flags* 
(British, American, Dutch, Danish and Swedish) 
and no Clergyman !” 

I never heard_that at Tripoli, we have at any 
time had a Chaplain, By treaty, the Consul is 
allowed to hire a place to pray in. The Pretestant 
population is extremely small, probably not ex- 
ceeding five, or six families,.and some few addis 
tional and oceasional individuals. But the servi- 
ces which ‘@ pious minister of Christ might there 
render tothe great cause of his Master, must not 
be estin j is weekly congregation.

Tunis.—The British Consul at Tunis has been 
pleased to communicate to Mr. Jowett, in answer 
to his inquiries on the subject, some information 
respecting Tunis, from which we extract the fol- 
lowing notices :— 

From the considerable commercial intercourse 
carried on by this Regency with Europe, and par- 
ticularly with France, Spain, and Italy, its inha- 
bitants are certainly more civilized than those of 
the other Regencies of Barbary. The toleration 
of all religions is strictly observed in this capital ; 
but, in the country, notwithstanding persons of all 
persuasions are protected by the Goverament, I 
conceive it tobe for many reasons less practised. 
However, the strongest attachment to the Mus- 
sulman Faith pervades all classes of the people 
throughout this State ; and 1 do not think it at all 
weakened by the toleration, «: the part of the 
Government, of the Christian, Jewish, and other 
Religions. 

Literature, certainly, cannot be said to exist, 
and much less to flourish among these people ; 
for, by their religion, they are si-ictly prohibited 
from studying, or even reading, any other works 
than the Koran, and the various comments written 
in explanation of it. Schools are not wanting, 
since they are established, not inerely in the cap- 
ital, butin all the towns throughout the country ¢ 
but reading and writimg alone are taught in them. 
Those who understand something of the Koran, 
and cau read and write correctly, are considered 
according to the ideas of the country to have re- 
ceived a complete education. 

The number of Catholic Priests at present em- 
ployed here, does not, I believe exceed five ; 
three of whom belong to the Capuchin, and the 
other two tothe Franciscan order. 

Phere isalsoa “rreek Church established here ; 
for the service of which, not more than one priest 
is regularly settled at this place. All religious 
functions required by the Protestant Consuls and 
their families are performed by the Clergyman of 
this last Church. 

In any part ofthe country, wherever or whenev- 
er occasion requires, the Catholic priests are per- 
mitted freely to exercise their office. I have nev- 
er heard of their attempting to make proselytes of 
either Mahomedans or Jews. 
tempt would be attended with great risk, and ve-

Mr. Jowett, having inquired whether any thing 
was known at Tunis respecting the Christians re- 
ported to have been brought trom the Interior to 
Tripoli, the Consul states, that he has known of 
no Christians in the Interior but the Abyssinians ;

visit the States of Barbary, by the way of Tombuc- 
too. He adds: ‘* These Caravans come to Tunis 
about three times a year, by the way of Tripoli ; 
and are chiefly composed of Moors, Negroes, and 
other Mahomedans ; for very seldom if ever Jew- 
ish or Christian Merchants venture to trave] in

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DARTMOUTH COLLEGE. 


The Trustees of Dartmouth College consider it 
due to the public, aud especially to the members 
of the Institution and their friends, explicitly to 
make known the course they design to pursue,and 
their opinion relative tothe state and prospects of 
the College. 

The Trustees commenced the suit at law,which 
is still pending, from a full conviction, that this 
measure was deinanded of them,as the constituted 
guardians of this valuable seminary, and as friends 
to the literature and the literary establishments 
of their country; and it is their fixed determina- 
tion to prosecute it, and to avail themselves of 
every constitutional expedient for protecting the 
College, till the question in controversy shall be 
tried on its merits and decided by the highest ju- 
dicial tribunal of this nation. 

They have an undiminished confidence, that 
the decision will be in favor of their rights, as se- 
cured by the charter; aud that they shall again 
be put in possession of the buildings and other 
property, of which they Have been deprived. If, 
however, the decision in the last resort should be 
against them, they will no longer claim a corpor- 
ate existence, and DARTMovuTH CoLLEGE will 
have been effectually destroyed. In that event, 
the students, should they desire it, will be recom- 
mended to either of the Colleges in New-Eng- 
land ; and from what is known of the opinions and 
feelings of the Trustees and Instructors of these 
Institutions, full confidence is entertained, that 
the students, thus recommended, will be readily 
received. Nor is there any ground for a doubt, 
that the diplomas eonferred by this Corporation, 
so long as their rights remain a subject of judicial 
inquiry, will be recognised as valid by all literary 
and professional bodies throughout the country. 

The Trustees avail themselves of this opportu- 
nity to present their thanks to the numerous pub- 
lic-spirited individuals in New-Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, and Massachusetts, who, in the present exi- 
gency of the College, have afforded it prompt and 
effectual aid. And they are happy to announce 
to the public, that, through the munificence of 
friends in Boston, the Professor of Matheinatics 
and Philosophy will be furnished, the ensuing 
season, with a good Electrical apparatus, an Air 
Pump with accompanying instruments, an elegant 
Telescope, a new Solar Microscope, and a common 
Microscope, which, together with other articles 
in his possession, will enable him to exhibit the 
most important experiments im all the branches of 
Natural Philosophy. 

It would be unjust in the Trustees not to ac- 
knowledge their obligationsto those parents, who 
have afforded countenance and encouragement to 
the College, under its numerous embarrassments, 


‘by committing their sons to its instruction and 


guardianship. This is a species of aid essential 
to its respectability, and highly important to its 
success ; and the ‘Trustees hope, that none will 
be deterred by the difficulties, in which it is in- 
volved, from affording similar aid in future.— 
These difficulties, they can assure the public, are 
wholly external.
